Washington, 
March 13.—Documen- 


tary evidence In aufipprt of his charge 
that tbe navy department failed to 
keep him informed as to its policies and 
pjans wa» presented today by Rear Ad- 
roiral Sims to the Senate investigating 
.committee. "Delay and confusion" re- 
sulted from the department's failure to 
notify him of important dispositions 
and movements of naval forces within 
•the area of hie command AS well as e"«e- 
. where, he said, adding that the result 
also was to create in the minds of al- 
lied officials an impression that he was 
not supported Ay and in the confidence 
•of his government. 
' Because of his ignorance of the de- 
partments's plans, the admiral contin- 
ued, the allied admiralties carried on 
.direct negotiations with tbe navy de- 
part In Washington. Allied team work 
'was impaired and American interests 
suffered as a result he «aid adding: 
"Undoubtedly at times such independ- 
ent negotiations resulted in direct con- 
flict with my recommendations." 
Admiral Sims told the committee the 
first intimation he had that he was not 
<in the full confidence of the depart- 
'ment came soon after he submitted his 
.first reports from London. He learned 
•then, by ,accident, he said, 
that an 
agreement had been reached by the 
navy 
department 
and British and 
jaaval otfWate in Washington 
t^#*r*-re«ardlng the disposition 
At Attitoi^tS^taBX*. 'The terms 
jof this agreement were cabled to .Ad- 
tsntrel JeBicoe by the British representa- 
-tive on April 13,1*17, he declared. 
The officer also charged that without 
•notifying him before hand, the depart- 
ment arranged with the French naval 
attache to send ten or more yatchs to 
combat submarines off tbe French 
cost; arranged to establish two naval 
bases in France: sent naval aviation 
forces to that country; dispatched six 
(destroyers from Boston; sent a hundred 
, cannon to France on naval colliers 
Started a1 campaign in the • newspaper 
for a North Sea mine barrage; dispatch 
ed the fifth destroyer squadron from St. 
Johns to Queenstown and sent four 
.additional destroyers from New york 
to join his forces^ 
Some of these vessels, he said, ar- 
rived overseas before he knew of their 
allocation to his command. 
In most 
cases, he said, he received belated in- 
formation from French and British 
sources, but seldom in time to make 
proper adjustments and arrangements 
.for receiving the ships. 
The admiral declared that while he 
protested continually against the de- 
i pertinent's failure to keep him inform- 
,ed, the situation was not remedied. 
Admiral Sims testimony was Inter- 
.rupted so that Herbert Hoover might 
'•testify at the admiral's request. Mr. 
Hoover refused to comment on Ameri- 
can naval policies, although questioned 
•along the line several times by chair- 
•man Hale. He confined himself entirely 
to discussing the importance of main- 
-tainlng an unbroken food supply for the 
allied armies apd of preserving mer- 
chant shipping. 
A feeling; of the "utmost anxietv" as 
to the situation and the final outcome 
of the war prevailed in France. Italv 
and Great Britain in April 1917. be 
cause of the great shortage of food 
•applies. Mr. Hoover said. At that time, 
he stated. France and Italv had bread 
stuffs sufficient for only three or four 
weeks and the German submarine cam

He added that the greatest 
contribution the United States could 
make was n vigorous cooperation with 
the allies against the U-boat campaign.

. .Cologne, March 13.—The new govern- 
ment established in Berlin is not in- 
tended to promote the aims of the 
monarchists or the reactionaries, itis de- 
clared in a dispatch to the Cologne 
Gazette from Berlin today. 
The message reads: 
"The new government under Chan- 
cellor Kapp says in its program to be 
made public that it will honorably ful- 
fill tbe treaty of Versailles. 
It gives emphatic assurance that tbe 
government has 
no "reactionary or 
taonarcbial aims."

The* court of appeals in its opinion 


in the litigation between the city and 
the American Bottle company, is not 
convinced that tbe city's claim for 
more than $50,000 is justified by the 
evidence given in tbe hearings. Neither 
is the court convinced that the com- 
pany used more than 900,000 gallons 
of water daily for a period of three 
years. The court takes occasion to 
question the efficiency of the manage- 
ment of the municipal water plant, de- 
claring that the loss of more than 
•900,000 gallons of water a day would 
have been discovered by a private cor- 
poration within 30 days. The import- 
ant parts of the opinion fellow: 
This cause was heard in this court 
on appeal from the 
judgment and 


finding of the court of common pleas 
of .Licking county, Ohio. The cause was 
originally brought into this court by 
both appeal and error. The appeal was 
dismissed on motion. Error was prose- 
cuted to supreme court which court 
held the cause appealable, and the 
cause was remanded to this court for 
trial upon the appeal, and the error 
proceedings were therefore dismissed at 
the costs of the City of Newark. 
"Without going into an extended 
statement of the pleadings in the case, 
it is sufficient to say that nearly all of 
the allegations of the petition were ad- 
mitted in the answer. 
The petition 


alleges that the plaintiff is owing the 
city the sum of $6,707.48 for water 
used by it, and not paid for, and asks 
that tbe city be enjoined from shutting 
off the city water from tbe plant of the 
plaintiff. 
"The testimony in this case shows 
that there was a six-inch connection 
with a six-inch meter at a part of the 
plant called the Smith Producer. This 
connection seems to have been /the 
cause of no trouble whatever between 
the city and the Bottle company, and 
no question Is raised in the pleadings, 
or In the evidence as to this connec- 
tion.

Note Is Handed to Premier 


Lloyd George -By German- 
Charge In London. 


Berlin, jiftarch 
11.— The 
German 
charge d'aagres in London has handed 
to Premier llpyd George a note regard- 
ing -the entgnW extradition 4ist, it was 
announced today: 


After asserting 
that the imperial 
court will be guided -only by considera- 
tions of justice and will conduct an im- 
partial inquiry, the note demands that 
the arrest of Germans in the occupied 
territories on charges similar to those 
enumerated in the extradition list, shall 
cease and that those arrested shall be 
delivered to German courts. 
The release of Germans who for sim- 
ilar reasons have been detained in war 
prison camps also is asked for. The 
note finally demands that the allies 
abandon the reservation regarding their 
fight to try for crimes committed dur- 
ing the war any Germans not men- 
tioned in the list if encountered on 
allied territory saying that incidents 
arising out of tbe war should be con- 
signed to oblivion with the advent of 
peace. 


Otherwise the note says restoration 


I of normal relations between the differ- 
ent nationalities is hardly conceivable 
and that the German government on its 
part will be obliged to take measures 
with a \KV. to the expiation of pun- 
ishable acts committed during the war 
against Germans by allied subjects.

The modified reservation did not seek 
to clarify the befuddled situation 
In- 
steead it caused postponement of the 
expected vote on Article X, which prob 
ably will not come until, Monday or 
Tuesday. 


Irreconcilable opponents of the treaty 
condemned the sub-qualifications as a 
"Republican capitulation" to the White 
House, while the mild reservationists of 
the party followed the leadership o£ 
Senator Lodge, who introduced it. Dem- 
ocrats generally have nothing to say 
about it,-except Senator Hitchcock, who 
declined to accept it. 
"Despite detections from the Republi- 
can ranks because of the change in the 
reservation, the 
Republican leaders 
said they could ihold 30 votes for itj 
leaeving 34 votes for the Democrats to 
deliver if the treaty is to be ratified 
with the substitute attached.

THE HOUSING PROBLEM. 


(Cleveland Plain Dealer.) 


The shortage of homes is not confin- 
ed to the United States It has become 
an international problem. Upon its so- 
lution •sery largely depends the pros- 
perit> p. oducttv ity, population, growth 
and morality of many nations Econo- 
mists and sociologists unite in pointing 
out its dange's to the common welfare, 
but uniortunately, under existing con- 
ditions, none of the remedies encourages 
one to expect its immediate correction. 
Although the critical situation of the 
last year has been hurried on by the 
war. 
conditions 
prevailing for years 


previous to hostilities were certain to 
bring a shortage sooner or later. In 
England and the United States the fun- 
damental cause was an increasing in- 
clination toward tenantry and away 
from home owning. Because of this de- 
crease in the ownership instinct and 
the conseouent falling off of interest 
in sa\ing, home building had not for a 
long period previous to 1914 kept -face 
with the increase in population. This 
logic is uphe!d in a discussion of the 
housing situation by F T. Miller, presi- 
dent of the F. W. Dodge Co. of New 
York, 
who is recognized as an au- 
thority on building construction. 
Because of a lack of nation wide in- 
spection and regulation of properties 
built and held to rent, many communi- 
ties both here and England have suf- 
fered from the i!l effects of cheap and 
poorly constructed houses and tene- 
ments 
Fortunately in America the 


situation is considerable better than in 
Great Britain, because of housing regu- 
lations in some of our large cities and 
the activity of the National Housing 
Association and its affiliated organiza- 
tions which work to protect the health 
| and comfort of dwellers in congested 
than it was 25 years ago. Every crip- j sections. Under existing housing con-

Dozens of 
families crowded into small suites sep- 
arated from each other by flimsy and 
inflammable partitions are in danger 
from fire and disease. Lack of com- 
fortable homes at moderate 
prices is 


not conducive to national stability or 
happiness. It increases unrest and low- 
ers efficiency. 


Both the birth and death rates are 
causing 
alarm in England. America 
could well take warning tor housing 
congestion here now is increasing more 
rayidly than in Great Britain. Cam- 
paigns to promot* saving and efforts 
to lower building costs a-e to be en- 
couraged 
In in? meantime, federal. 
state and municipal authorities and so- 
ciologists fare the important duty of 
keping cong«-sted communities phy.si 
cally and mortally safe and clean.

As, due to the required clearance, the 
pistton cannot be made air-tight, the 
piston rings are placed on them so as 
to spring out. and thus make the piston 
air-tight, so that we can get good com- 
pression.

You can readily see that failure of 
the Piston Rings to function properly 
will cause a loss of compression and, 


• thus, a loss of power. These rings may 
, fail, due to becoming broken or worn. 
or to carbon getting between them and 


. their grooves, thus causing them to 
i stick and not spring out against the 
cylinder walls. 
These rings, being of cast iron, which 
is extremely brittle, must be exceeding- 
ly well made. Fortunately there are a 
number of concerns today that devote 
all their time and thought to the manu- 
facture of these rings, 
turning out 
rings which are well nigh perfect. It

to the fact that the valves need to be 
ground in. 


After the car has been run a little 
over 1,500 miles, the valves, especially 
the exhaust valves, will have small 
holes burned in them, or, as the saying 
is, become pitted. These pits allow the 
compression to escape so that they must 
be ground out. 
The way to find out if there is loss of 
compression is to feel for it by slowly 
cranking the engine. 
To find if there 
is loss of compression in a certain cylin- 
der, open alt but one of the compression 
cocks and thus feel the compression in 
the cylinder having the closed compres- 
sion cock. Then try the ether cylinders 
in succession. 
Loss of compression at the valve caps 
can be found by pouring a little oil 
around them and running the engine. 
If there is a leakage the oil will form 
in bubbles. Graphifed Joints. 


Where pipes -which are subjected to 
a great heat are joined together, or 
where a threaded part, such as the 
spark plug, is screwed into another and 
then subjected to a great heat, the 
threads should be coated with a graphite 
grease. If this is not .done, the pans 
are liable to fuse together so that they 
cannot be unscrewed again.

30 minutes each Aveek to teaching 
thrift 
The course of stud} s^hall be 


prescribed bj the state superinten- 
dent of public instruction. 


Practical Teaching. 


State Superintendent of Schools F. 


B Pearson, in discussing the new 
law declared that thrift could best 


be taught through- practical demon- 
etration. ' As an instance he cited the 
sale of War Sat ings Stamps 


"The education of a child should in- 


clude the inculcation of the habit of 
econonn and saving,'' said Mr Pear- 
son. 
"Without this belief firmly es- 


tablished during the earlier \ears, the

for 
future 
citizens

strength, stability and character are 
remote 
Thrift is so intimately re- 


lated to human happiness and power 
that Us teaching is necessary to make 
for -a strong race."

Friday Afternoon. 


(Special to the Advocate.) 


Granville, March 13.—Eleven mem- 


bers answered to roll call at the month* 
ly meeting of the Red Cross public 
health service held Friday afternoon 
at 
headquarters. Mrs. Frank Ray 


presided, and Mrs. Theodore Johnson 
read the secretary's and treasurer's 
reports for the past' month, which 
showed a balance in the 
bank of 


$961.39. Miss Wilkinson gave an item- 
ized report of her activities for the 
month of February, many and varied, 
and read a. list of donations received: 
from 
Eastern 
Star, 
$5, blankets; 
Pythian Sisters, |5, sheets a'nd pillow 
cases; M. and L. circle, four pairs pil- 
low cases; • Pioneer Mending Bee, two 
hospital gowns; Winter Picnic club, 
towels; Junior Red Cross, towels, wash 
cloths, and pillow cases. She said the 
loan closet' is invaluable in her work. 
Mrs. Ray spoke of the condition of the 
county health board, which is to meet 
today, and said that 'the budget for, 
1021 muHt.be made out by April 1. 
Dr. C. J. Loveless said 
that if the 
county thoroughly understood the con- 
ditions of the Hughes, health bill and 
what a saving it .would be. to-communi- 
ties, even were .the 'county to maintain- 
a. $10,000 budget.- there would be no 
hesitancy On the part of the board, as 
the state department of health -cuts 
.the budget in half .by assuming that 
much of the salary expense, Fred M.. 
Black of Newark, county, director of 
the Red Cross work, was of .the .opin- 
ion that there should be .an educational 
campaign and-that 'the; matter should 
be presented, to the'-board as .a simple 
.business proposition by one .who- thor- 
oughly 
understands 
the situation. 
Fifteen hundred dollars for a county 
like Licking i« 'utterly inadequate to 
.maintain a health program. No com- 
munity cares to have as its health 
Commissioner an inexperienced . boy 
Just' out of college, nor on the other 
hand an old •practitioner who has 
failed in his profession. Mr. Black also 
called attention to the economic waste 
•which Is -inevitable in epidemics, and 
which with proper health protection 
might be avoided—especially epidemics 
among children. 
He said he himself

of this health campaign and would do 
all in his power to further the plans 
of the county physicians.

INSPIRED AT ODD MOMENTS 


Brilliant Thoughts That Have Coma 


to Men of Genius in Their 


Hours of Repose 


There Is a photograph, with which 


most of ns are no doubt familiar, of 
Mark Twain at work in bed—holding 
his writing pad on his kpees, and 
baring the things he needed for his 
labor disposed about on tables on 
either side. But the Idea of working 
in bed was not original with Mark. 
Many eminent men before him d5d 
the same thing, a writer in the Phila- 
delphia Ledger says. Indeed, no. small 
part of the world's literary treasure 
has been produced between the sheets 
by physical Indolent although men- 
tally active men of genius. 


One of the best known lines in Eng- 


lish poetry came Into its author's head 
when he was actually asleep. While 
visiting at Mlnto, Thomas Campbell 
one evening went to bed early, with 
his mind full of a new poem. About 
2 o'clock In the morning he suddenly 
awakened repeating; "Events to come 
cast their shadows before." Ringing 
the bell sharply, ha snannoned a ser- 
vant. The man found Campbell with 
one foot In bed and one on the floor. 


-Are TOU III. slrr he asked. 
"I was never better In my,life," ssid 


the poet. -Leave the candle and bring 
me • cup of tea." 


Seizing his pen he pat down the 


happy thought, chaaging "events to 
come" |nto "coming events," and over 
the noninebrlating cup, he finished the 
first draft of "Lochlers Warning." 


WORLD WAR VETERANS' 
POST IS JORMED HERE 


Newark is to have another veteran 


organization for 
ex-service soldiers, 


sailors and marines, known as the 
•World War Veterans." 


The World War Veterans was organ- 


ized in Bloia, Loire et Cher, France, 
November 20, 1918, by a number of the 
first American boys that were sent over 
seas and on March 20, 1919, was char- 
tered by the state of Illinois. From that 
time to October 1, 1919, there had been 
2546 posts formed in America. 
Hugh B. Donnelly, a private in the 


service over seas, is commander-in-chief 
with national headquarters at Aurora, 
Illinois. 
A number of ex-soldiers and sailors of 


this city have already signed the mus- 
ter roll and everything is pointing to 


a large mmebership for the organiza- 
tion. 
The "World War Veterans" stands for 


nothing else but what its name stands 
for and intends looking after all ex- 
service men in every light, its employ- 
ment service being one of its main 
features, to keep their buddies in em- 
ployment and give him all such help 
that he may need. 
Our one aim is to follow in the foot- 
steps of our fathers before us. those of 
the G. A. R., and never let the sound 
of the old drum corps fade away and 
the standard they have carried shall re- 
main as long as there lives a. veteran 
of the World War. 


FLEEK PROTESTS MMINST 


KREISLER »T HARVARD 


A protest by a Newark man against 


the concert of the Harvard Glee club 
with Fritz Kreisler, which was sched- 


uled for February 27 at Symphony 
hall, on the grounds that Kreisler is an 
ex-Austrian soldier. 
The protest was 


made by a Harvard graduate 
from 


Newark, in the class of 1915, John S. 
Fleck. 


He argues that 
Americans should 


have reverence for her sacred dead, 
especially when the peace is not yet 
signed, and that the "former Hun" is 
still an enemy to the United States. 


The protest reads, in part, as follows: 
"A few days ago, arriving in Boston 


from the west, t was genuinely aston- 
ished to see on every hand placards ad- 
vertising a concert of 
the Harvard 
Glee club, featuring the ex-Austrian 
soldier, Fritz Kreisler. As a matter of 
fact the advertisements 
would lead 
one to believe that for commercial 
reasons the Harvard Glee club had ac- 
quired his services in order to give a 
necessary publicity. 
In view of the 
fact that Kreisler has been refused 
entrance on the concert stage in so 
many cities ..throughout the country. I 
consider it a blunder on the part of the 


'glee club to enter'voluntarily and con- 
sciously into ah affair 'that is bound 
to lead to adverse comment. And per- 
sonally, if we must go to those that 
represent the enemies we so lately 
.fought, for publicity' .or any commer- 
cial essential, I think M is time for a 
protest. .

"At this time, .when! the war is hard- 


ly over and peace not yet signed, the 
fact that Harvard is giving this concert 
cannot properly be reconciled to tHe 
feeling of reverence we should have for 
our sacred dead. 
': •. 
"I hope mine is not the only voice, 
raised in protest to the proposed con- 
cert of February 27.
